This was a tan~ 
nery which handled 600 pieces of leather a day. Between 20 April and 
25 May 1950, 16,000 nieces of dog skin were tanned. In the latter part 
of June 1950 7,000 pieces were shipped to the USSR by rail and the re~ 
naining: pieces went to Pyongyang. About 20 June, 20 tons of pig bristles 
were exsorted to the USSR from Chongjin at a price of 500,000 North Korean 
won per ton. *%
